I notice that even 
when they are not sun- that the 
first payment will be made, yet 
they have opened school, and 
are going on as if the institution 
was far beyond all danger and 
doubt. Such confidence in the 
general brotherhood un this ac- 
tion shows should not he disap- 
pointed. 

We have heard of at least two 
new students who expect to at 
tend Ashland University who 
have never yet been to the insti- 
tution. This was rather au ac- 
cident. I left a tew catalogues 
at a brother's home, a little boy 
visiting there took them home 
to look at the pictures, when a 
young man saw them. Now this 
yonng man and en old associate 
ie going to attend. * 

On last Saturday evening we 
had a love feast at the Miamis- 
burg church. Here we have only 
21 members, Bro. Brown and 
Kiehl cheered us with their 
presence, so did also several of 
the members of the Dayton con- 
gregation. 

We had not given the publioa 
special invitation to. be there, 
consequently there w«re only 
some eight or ten there beyond 
those who expected to commune. 
We were trying to follow the 
Lord's example when no one was 
there but his own disci plea. At 
a previous meeting we had an- 
nounced that we did not ex- 
peat to turn the sacred feast into 
a common spectacle, to merely 
gratify the curiosity of those who 


were not interested. We were 
glad however there were a few 
who were interested in these 
ordinances that came, and we 
tried to make them welcome. 
We commenoed about five in the 
afternoon, and were through be- 
fore halt past six. Thus it was 
all observed during daylight. 
Then VRer an intermission of an 
hour, we had preaching at 7 : 80. 
With the exception of three, 
none of the members of this 
church had ever communed be- 
fore. On account of the .'absence 
of spectators, nobody 'felt 
awkward or embarrassed. 

Bro. Brown preached us two 
very logical and instructive ser- 
mons on Friday and Saturday 
evenings. 

We would like to have Been 
more of our members from 'the 
neighboring congregations prea- 
eut, but we could not let them 
know. Unfortunately I was 
taken sick about the time I ex- 
pected to publish the notbe, and 
invite others. As it was I wan 
compelled to go around and give 
invitations personally, and I 
could not get around' far. 

On the Friday previous to my 
appointment at Pleasant Hill, I 
was taken with another chill. 
The nature of these chills is very 
much after the congestive order. 
And I was compelled to telegraph 
my failure to attend. However, 
as Bro, Isaac Kilhefner had been 
up tbere and preached a few 
sermons during the week, the 
congregation was not allowed to 
go very hungry. Our next ap- 
pointment at Pleasant Hill, will 
be on Saturday evening and Sun- 
day Sept. loth and ltSth.
